One of the outstanding speeches 
was contributed by Hon. W. D. Euler, 
one of the few truly liberal Liberals 
among the front benchers of the of- 
ficial opposition.

Indeed, his speech on this 
occasion became almost a private de- 
bate with the Prime Minister over

The program of private bills is 
making rapid, if not very effective 
progress. Some have been’ with- 
drawn after brief debate but that 
does not mean that they were en- 
tirely futile, as they drew from the 
government explanations which the 
members said were difficult to se- 
cure in any other way. A resolution 
sponsored by Mr. Irvine (U.F.A.) 
asking that the government consider 
compulsory national insurance, as af- 
fordihg protection to those who need 
it most and who are unable to carry 
it under the present high rates of 
private companies. 

Mr. Luchkovich (U.F.A.) . asked 
that the whole subject of our foreign 
policy be referred to the committee 
on industrial and international rela- 
tions for study and report, but this 
was withdrawn. Thé-Prime Minister 
pointed out that a nation of ‘ten and 
one-half million people, with no army, 
navy or air force, could not carry 
mouch weight in an individual way, 
but Canada unden all governments 
had always been on the side of peace 
and disarmament. 

H. E. Spencer (U.F.A.) introduced 
a resolution advocating a definite ma- 
tional health policy in co-operation 
with provincial governments, the de- 
tails to be referred to a standing 
committee for consideration and re- 
port, but this was also refused. Hon. 
Murray MacLaren, Min. of Health, 
said the government is now going as 
far as possible in co-operating with 
provincial governments in this, 

Dr. McGibbon (Cons., Muskoka) 
| sponsored a motion to make all goods 
shipped through our canals subject to 
toll. Dr. McGibbon’s main idea waz 
|that considering the huge cost of 
these canals to this country, foreign 
boats should pay toll, but owing to 
international agreements, that for- 
eign boats cannot be discriminated 
against on international waterways, 
Canadian boats would have to come 
under such regulation also.

Those who have seen the 
manuscript of this book say that it 
is the work of a devout Christian 
who wrote what is the greatest of 
all stories to the Christian mind in 
more simple, interesting fashion than 
anyone else has succeeded in retelling 
it.

CLIMATE. it changes 

Greenland is getting colder while 
Alaska is getting warmer, scientists 
who have been studying Arctic con- 
ditions say. A hundred thousand 
years ago the glacial ice-cap scraped 
all North America bare of vegeta- 
tion, as far.»south as Kentucky. As 
the ice melted trees began to grow 
in its receding path. Forests are ad- 
vancing’ northward. into Alaska at 
the rate of a mile in a hundred years, 
but ancient Norse settlements in 
Greenland have been again denuded 
of trees and the ground that onee 
was fertile is now frozen solid the 
year around. 

Some think this means that am- 
other polar ice cap is forming, te 
descend upon the northern lands am@ 
once more drive man and beast te 
the tropics, as has happened three 
times in the past million years. But 
I think I shall let posterity do the 
worrying about that. 


The prevalence of grasses amd 
sedges in the Arctic regions of Cama- 
da is doubtless due to the better fa- 
cilities for wind pollination as coma- 
pared with pollination by the ageney 
of insects.
